A spectacular new jump 
for pony riders was un¬ 
veiled at a club in memo¬ 
ry of a “great horse¬ 
man” who always sup¬ 
ported it in any way he 
could.

GPs have been urged by their own 
governing body to to vote against contro¬ 
versial proposals that would axe Epsom 
Hospital’s acute services in a secret ballot 
this week. 

Surrey Downs clinical commissioning 
group (SDCCG) took the brave step of 
balloting all GPs in the area through an 
independent organisation and of recom¬ 
mending that they vote against the propos¬ 
als drawn up by the Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review. 

The CCG announced last week that it had 
organised the vote as the last part of the as¬ 
surance process required by NHS England 
before CCGs in Surrey Downs and south¬ 
west London decide if the proposals in the 
Better Services Better Value (BSBV) re¬ 
view go to public consultation. 

According to BSBV, the clinical and fi¬ 
nancial case has already been accepted, so 
only a no vote by Surrey GPs is likely to 
force changes to the plans before public 
consultation next year. 

The results of the ballot will be an¬ 
nounced on Friday. 

The move was welcomed by health cam¬ 
paigners and MP Chris Grayling, who 
said: “This is absolutely the right thing to 
do. I know that the local GP community 
has serious misgivings about the BSBV 
proposals.” 

Helena Reeves, strategic communica¬ 
tions advisor at SDCCG, said: “We have en¬ 
gaged an independent company to ensure 
it is all done objectively, robustly and above 
board.”

She said every GP has been sent an infor¬ 
mation pack by SDCCG, including a recom¬ 
mendation that they vote against the 
proposals. 

Ms Reeves added: “The CCG very clearly 
has put a recommendation forward that it 
believes is the right one. 

“This is a membership organisation and 
the governing body has committed to what¬ 
ever way the vote comes out.” 

Confusingly, a spokesman for BSBV ini¬ 
tially claimed BSBV medical directors 
“will attend the meeting at which the ballot 
is taken and will put the case for change to 
GPs”, but subsequently admitted they had 
got this wrong. 

Miles Freeman, chief officer of SDCCG, 
said it is only “right and proper” to hold the 
secret ballot. 

He said: “As a governing body we have 
carefully reviewed and deliberated the 
BSBV proposals and we have also consid¬ 
ered other alternatives, working with 
Epsom and St Helier University Hospitals 
NHS Trust. 

“The governing body fully acknowledges 
that BSBV proposes the highest standards 
of care for London services. However, that 
shared ambition must be balanced with the 
needs of Surrey and the current BSBV pro¬ 
posals may not offer the only or best solu¬ 
tion for local patients.” 

Dr David Finch, joint medical director for 
BSBV, said: “We understand there is to be a 


ballot of Surrey Downs GPs and we will 
await the outcome of that ballot. 

“But local clinicians know the status quo 
is even less of an option now than when 
the BSBV programme was launched. 

“NHS England, the NHS Confederation, 
Royal Colleges and the British Medical As¬ 
sociation are all calling for service change 
to enable seven-day working. All the evi¬ 
dence suggests - and most clinicians 
know - that the NHS is not currently set 
up in a way that is fit for purpose.” 

At a public meeting held in May, at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse, SDCCG’s gov¬ 
erning body had planned to vote in public 
on whether it backed the BSBV proposals. 

But, at the last moment, it was forced into 
a humiliating u-turn and announced it 
would instead be sending three delegates 
to a meeting of all the CCGs, organised by 
BSBV, to vote.

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Hawk-eyed optician spots 
tumour and saves girl’s life

A teenager owes her life to an 
optician who spotted the symp¬ 
toms of a brain tumour during 
an eye examination. 

Leah Fraser, 13, visited Spec- 
savers in Epsom High Street 
after experiencing blurred vi¬ 
sion, headaches and vomiting 
for several weeks. 

Doctors had dismissed her 
symptoms as signs of a virus 
or migraines, but optometrist 
Amit Patel spotted some irreg¬ 
ularities in one of her eyes and 
immediately referred her to St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting 
for tests. 

The tests revealed a tumour 
in the centre of Leah’s brain 
that was causing pressure be¬ 
hind her eyes and could have 
killed her without immediate 


action. Doctors could not re¬ 
move the tumour completely 
because of its position in the 
middle of her brain, but were 
able to drain fluid from the tu¬ 
mour using a tube inserted 
through Leah’s skull and into 
her brain. 

Leah, who lives in Sutton, 
spent a week in hospital and 


has now made a full recovery 
but needs to go for annual MRI 
scans to monitor the 
tumour. 

Leah’s dad, Justin Fraser, 
said: “This has been a really 
terrifying ordeal. We had al¬ 
ready visited the GP and local 
hospital about Leah’s 
headaches, but they put them 


down to a virus or migraines. 

“It was thanks to Amit at 
Specsavers that we got to the 
hospital just in time. The con¬ 
sultant said that if the tumour 
had gone undetected for any 
longer Leah could have died.” 

Glen MacGregor, store direc¬ 
tor for Specsavers in Epsom, 
added: “We’re delighted that 
Leah’s surgery was a success 
and she is recovering well. It 
just goes to show how impor¬ 
tant an eye examination is, not 
only in testing your vision, but 
also in the detection of a num¬ 
ber of potentially harmful 
issues.” 

The NHS recommends get¬ 
ting your eyes checked every 
two years although elderly 
people, children with glasses, 
people with a family history of 
glaucoma and diabetics should 
go more regularly. 


‘GPs must vote out review for patients’ lives’ 



Health campaigners have 
welcomed Surrey Downs 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group’s (SDCCG) recom¬ 
mendations that GPs reject 
the controversial BSBV 
hospital proposals.

“Only 15 per cent of 
patients need the services 
of an acute hospital 
while 85 per cent need 


Epsom Hospital. 

“Patients must also re¬ 
member they have a choice 
- patient choice - which is 
when they decide where 
they want to go for 


further investigation and 
treatment. 

“As money follows the pa¬ 
tient, by opting for Epsom 
Hospital it will ensure it 
has a long-term future with 


funding for updating medi¬ 
cal equipment.” 

Campaigner Jane Race 
added: “It is very good to 
hear that SDCCG is looking 
after the interests of Sur¬ 
rey patients rather than al¬ 
lowing services and staff to 
be removed from the area 
in order to improve ser¬ 
vices in London. 

“BSBV proposals would 
endanger the lives and 
health of the Surrey popu¬ 
lation by removing essen¬ 
tial services.” 

Councillor Jean Steer, 
chair of the Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s social committee, said: 
“We are delighted that Sur¬ 
rey Downs has come round 
to our way of thinking. We 
would strongly urge all our 
GPs to back this view and 
vote against these propos¬ 
als, which are being driven 
by an agenda set for Lon¬ 
don and not Surrey.” 


£13m housing for fields? 


Sheltered housing with 24- 
hour care could be built on 
part of playing fields in the 
heart of Ewell Village. 

A drop-in session and public 
meeting about the proposals to 
create a 60-unit development 
on 2.5 acres of the 11-acre play¬ 
ing fields in Old Schools Lane 
was held on Wednesday. 

Non-profit organisation Non¬ 
such Abbeyfield wants to carry 
out the development and is 
promising to revamp the adja¬ 
cent playing fields for public 
use. 

The proposed £13m develop¬ 
ment includes sheltered ac¬ 
commodation with care on 
site, with communal dining 
and recreation areas. 

At the same time it would 
sort out the drainage and sub¬ 
sidence problems on the play¬ 
ing fields and replace the 
current facilities with a mod¬ 
ern sports pavilion. 

Nonsuch Abbeyfield chair¬ 
man Graham Walker said they 


have been in discussions with 
the owners of the playing 
fields since late 2011. 

He said: “We hope that we 
have now developed proposals 
for the development of the site, 
including substantially up¬ 
graded sports facilities, that 
will be acceptable to people 
and provide an important new 
capacity for serving the needs 
of older people and more effec¬ 
tive sports facilities for sports 
users.” 

Nonsuch Abbeyfield is man¬ 
aged by volunteers from the 
community and has run shel¬ 
tered homes in Ewell, Cheam 
and Sutton for more than 30 
years.

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False prophet’s miraculous false profit 


A self-proclaimed mystic, who 
claims to have undergone 
three years of complete aus¬ 
terity, has been convicted of 
more than £77,000 in benefit 
fraud. 

The fraud investigation into 
Younus AlGohar, chief execu¬ 
tive of Messiah Foundation 
International (MFI), was fea¬ 
tured on the BBC’s Saints and 
Scroungers last Thursday. 

AlGohar, formerly of the 
Chase, Kingswood, who likes 
to be addressed as His 
Holiness, was prosecuted ear¬ 
lier this year for making false 
representations to gain hous¬ 
ing and council benefits and 
income support to which he 
was not entitled. 

The investigation began 
after it emerged that he had 
been paying his landlord in

Kingswood twice the amount 
of rent he had been claiming 
from Reigate and Banstead 
Council. 

Investigators found the 
same pattern in relation to 
two other properties, one of 
them in the Reigate and 
Banstead area, and discov¬ 
ered he had claimed council 
tax and housing benefits from 
Bromley Council. 

Income support was also 
claimed from the Department 
for Work and Pensions. 

Presenter Matt Allwright 
told the camera: “That is a 
staggering £77,646 fleeced 
from the taxpayer from his 
holiness who gallivanted 
around the globe staying in 


luxury hotels and treating 
himself to duty free.” 

AlGohar, who comes from 
Pakistan, claims to have 11 
masters degrees in subjects as 
diverse as organic chemistry 
and Islamic studies. 

MFI’s website proudly an¬ 
nounces AlGohar, currently 
on a lecture tour in Cana¬ 
da, underwent “a three- 
year period of complete 
austerity from the luxu¬ 
ries of life, in order to 
achieve purification”. 

The website also 
repeats his claim to have | 
cured thousands of 
people “physi¬ 
cally and 
spiritually 
on promo¬ 
tional 
tours all 


over the world”. 

However, even AlGohar’s 
date of birth is unclear. 

The website says he was 
born on June 16,1970, but dur¬ 
ing the legal case he claimed 
he was born in June 1968. 

Having originally protested 
his innocence, AlGohar 
pleaded guilty in June 
at Guildford Crown 
i Court to 11 of 12 
[charges of dishon- 
esty under the

concurrent prison sentences, 
the longest of which was 36 
months, which were suspend¬ 
ed for 18 months. 

He was ordered to complete 
240 hours of community 
service and pay £6,000. 

The £77,646 was repaid in 
full by Messiah Foundation 
International (which was not 
implicated in his fraud in any 
way) on his behalf. 

A Reigate and Banstead 
fraud investigator, who asked 
for anonymity, told the BBC: 
“The repaid money has gone 
back into the public purse and 
can now be used to provide 
benefits for those who need 
Government assistance.” 

Councillor Julian Ellacott, 
executive member for hous¬ 
ing and welfare who featured 
in the documentary, said: “We 


were really pleased to feature 
in the programme as it shows 
the hard work that goes on 
behind the scenes to tackle 
benefit fraud in the borough. 

“It also shows how we work 
with other authorities to 
bring those who commit fraud 
to justice. 

“So far this financial year, 
our corporate anti fraud and 
anti-corruption team has car¬ 
ried out investigations into 
fraud totalling over £851,000. 

“Benefits are there to help 
those that really need them, 
not for those that cheat the 
system for their own ends. 

“I hope this sends the mes¬ 
sage in Reigate and Banstead 
fraud will not be tolerated.”

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Remembering our VC winners

Two courageous brothers 
who were awarded this coun¬ 
try’s highest wartime honour 
are set to be immortalised 
in stone. 

Brigadier-General Roland 
Boys Bradford (pictured ), who 
attended Epsom College, and 
his brother George were the 
only siblings to both win the 
Victoria Cross (VC) in the 
First World War. 

Now they and more than 400 
other winners of the medal 
during that war are to be com¬ 
memorated by engraved 
paving stones to mark its 
100th anniversary of the 
Great War next year. 

The pair, along with their 
brothers James and Thomas, 
captured the public imagina¬ 
tion and were known as the 
Fighting Bradford Brothers. 

When Brig-Gen Bradford 
was killed in action at the age 
of 25, he was the youngest 
brigadier-general in the 
British Army and had also 
won the Distinguished Ser¬ 
vice Order (DSO) and the Mil¬ 
itary Cross (MC). 
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He won the VC at the Somme 
on October 1, 1916, when he 
took over command of the 6th 
Durham Light Infantry, just 
before they went over the top. 

Under withering machine 
gun fire and without concern 
for his own safety, he railed 
his men and led them forward 
to capture their objective. 

The citation in the London 
Gazette said he won the medal 
“For most conspicuous brav¬ 
ery and good leadership in 
attack.” 

The presentation was de¬ 
layed, however, as he was said 
to be “too busy to go home, he 
had a battalion to run”. 

He was finally presented 
with his medal by King 
George V on June 2,1917. 

Five months later he was 
killed by a German shell in 
the battle of Cambrai. 

His name is on a plaque in 
the college chapel, and he and 
other former pupils who died 
in war will be commemorated 
during the school’s Remem¬ 
brance Day service on Monday. 

In Leatherhead, a paving^ 
stone will honour Harold i 


Auten who commanded a 
Q-ship - a heavily armed ship 
camoflagued to look like a 
merchant boat to lure enemy 
submarines to the surface - 
and won a VC for his bravery 
when his ship was struck by 
an enemy submarine in 1918. 

Three pupils at Parkside 
School, which was located in 
Ewell, also won VCs. 

Brigade Major Billy Con¬ 
greve VC, DSO, MC won the 
award posthumously at 
Longueval, France, in July 
1916, for rescuing wounded 
men under heavy shell fire, de¬ 
spite himself suffering from 
gas and other shell effects. 

Lieutenant Thomas Orde 
Lawder Wilkinson was award¬ 
ed the VC posthumously for 
his gallantry at the Somme on 
July 5,1916.

Second Lieutenant Alexan¬ 
der Buller Turner (whose 
brother Victor also won the 
VC in the Second World War) 
won the honour posthumous¬ 
ly for his courage on Septem¬ 
ber 28, 1915, at Fosse in 
France, when he led a bomb¬ 
ing attack, driving the Ger¬ 
mans out of a communication 
trench and saving the lives of 
several hundred men. 

He died three days later of 
his wounds. 

Another Epsom College stu¬ 
dent, Sergeant Robert George 
Scott, was awarded the VC in 
South Africa during the Basu- 
to War. 

A paving stone to remember 
all the VC winners, will be 
laid in their home towns on 
the 100th anniversary of date 
it was awarded. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles said: “These paving 
stones will ensure there is a 
permanent memorial to all 
the fallen soldiers across the 
country and will enable com¬ 
munities to connect with this 
important piece of their 
shared history.”

Return 
roll of 
honour 



A local historian is calling on 
an Epsom church to respect 
its war dead by putting its 
rolls of honour back on 
display. 

Fifty-four men who wor¬ 
shipped at St Barnabas 
Church in Temple Road died 
in the First World War. 

Their names were inscribed 
on an ornamental scroll along 
with a quote from Psalms: 
“Precious shall their blood be 
in his sight”. 

But not only is the scroll, 
and another one covering its 
dead from the Second World 
War, no longer displayed at 
the church, but it would ap¬ 
pear all memory of them has 
been lost. 

Clive Gilbert, a volunteer re¬ 
searcher at Epsom & Ewell 
Local and Family History 
Centre, discovered the scrolls 
had been handed over to the

Surrey History Centre in 
Woking at some point, where 
they languish unseen in the 
vaults. 

With the centenary of the 
start of the First World War 
next year, he wrote to the min¬ 
ister, the Rev Michael Preston, 
in April enclosing pho¬ 
tographs of the scrolls of hon¬ 
our and suggesting “Now 
might be a good time to restore 
them to their rightful place in 
St Barnabas church, so cur¬ 
rent and future congregations 
would then know members of 
their church did fall”. 

He made clear the history 
centre would be happy to re¬ 
turn them and even suggested 
Chris Grayling MP might be 
able to help find funding if 
necessary. 


But since then he has heard 
nothing from the church, and 
has been unable to speak to 
the Rev Preston. 

Aware the Epsom Guardian 
helped get a war memorial re¬ 
instated at Epsom Methodist 
Church two years ago, he fi¬ 
nally contacted us. 

He said: “I have sent pic¬ 
tures and letters to the vicar, 
but have had no response. 

“Back in 2012, one of our re¬ 
searchers went in to the 
church and was told ‘we have 
never had a war memorial in 
here’. It is disgraceful and a 
re-writing of history. 

“Most churches love their 
war memorials, they look 
after them and they protect 
them, but this church disre¬ 
gards it. It is a distortion of 
history and disrespects those 
that died. 

“Another generation has 


come along and said ‘we don’t 
like war’. Well, neither do I.” 

But the Rev Sue Bull, chair¬ 
man of charity Love Me Love 
My Mind, based at the church, 
said as far as it is aware there 
has never been a memorial in 
St Barnabas Church. 

She encouraged anyone who 
remembers it to come to the 
church’s remembrance ser¬ 
vice at 10.15am on Sunday and 
speak to the vicar. 

She said: “We would be real¬ 
ly interested if anyone in the 
community has any knowl¬ 
edge or remembrance about 
this. We have no recollection 
whatsoever, but if people in 
the community know some¬ 
thing then it would be great to 
hear from them.”

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Another pet dog attacked 
by ‘greyhound type’ animal 


A week after a bloody attack on 
a westie, a woman has come 
forward to say her dog was the 
victim of a similar attack in 
May. 

Two “greyhound-type” dogs 
attacked the westie called Rob¬ 
bie on a bridleway leading 
from Treadwell Road to Burgh 
Heath Road in Epsom on Mon¬ 
day, October 21. 

The attack happened just 
days before the Government 
announced plans to increase 
the penalties for people whose 
dogs injure people - with the 
maximum jail term rising to 
five years. 

On Monday, dog owner Joan 
Kelly contacted the Epsom 
Guardian to say that her dog 
Freddie needed intensive care 
after a similar attack on May 
31. 

She said: “I was walking on 
the Downs near Tattenham 
Corner when a white grey¬ 
hound dashed across the path, 
pinned Fedddie down on his 
back and attacked him. A man 
ran over with a second darker 
coloured greyhound.” 

She said that the man called 
off the dog adding that it had 
never attacked another dog be¬ 
fore and told her to meet him at 
the Derby Arms that night.

A couple drove Ms Kelly and 
her dog to her vet in Tadworth. 

She said: “Freddie was in in¬ 
tensive care for two nights. He 
had at least two punctures to 
his chest cavity and a suspect¬ 
ed torn trachea. 

“I was phoned a number of 
times saying there was nothing 
more they could do for Freddie. 
After two days he suddenly 
began taking an interest in 
things and from then on he got 
better bit by bit.” 

She said that she went to the 
Derby Arms, but the man had 
already left. 

She added: “I reported it to 
the police who said they would 
also go the Derby Arms and 
have a word with him though 
they couldn’t do much, just 
warn him.” 

Last week, pensioner Janet 
Gay, from Burgh Heath Road, 
said the “greyhound type” 
dogs latched on to Robbie for 
about five minutes and inflict¬ 
ed multiple puncture wounds, 
including one that just missed 
his eye. 

His ear was torn, his back 
scraped and his private parts 
injured.

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PR boss forced into 
apology for tweets

A spokesman for developers try¬ 
ing to redevelop historic Cherkley 
Court has been forced to apologise 
and pay damages to three country¬ 
side campaigners after posting 
defamatory Tweets. 

Nick Kilby posted the messages 
last year alleging they had made 
deliberately false and malicious 
complaints about a councillor. 

At the time an investigation had 
just cleared Mole Valley Council¬ 
lor Rosemary Dickson of any 
wrongdoing over her role in grant¬ 
ing planning permission to turn 
Cherkley Court into a hotel and 
golf course near Leatherhead. 

More than a year later, developer 
Longshot Cherkley Court’s 
spokesman Mr Kilby has finally 
apologised to three of the six peo¬ 
ple he named in one of the tweets. 

He has sent apologies to Kristina 
Kenworthy and Martin Newey, di¬ 
rectors of the Cherkley Campaign 
that has taken successful legal ac¬ 
tion to block the plans, and to 
Cherkley Campaign member John 
Whittaker. 

The three had all taken legal ac¬ 
tion against him, while the other 
three Flip Cargill, David Suttle 
and John Empson did not and are 
believed to be still awaiting an

apology from Mr Kilby. 

In his apology to Mrs Kenwor¬ 
thy, dated October 24, Mr Kilby 
said: “As you know on October 2, 
2012,1 put messages on my Twitter 
feed alleging that you had made 
deliberately false complaints 
against Councillor Rosemary 
Dixon [sic] which were motivated 
by spite and malice. 

“I wish to withdraw the allega¬ 
tion, which I accept I should never 
have made, because it is false and 
defamatory, and I apologise to you 
for the publication. 

“I acknowledge that I have paid 


you a sum in respect of damages 
and also your legal costs.” 

Mrs Kenworthy said: “There ap¬ 
pears to be a worrying trend that 
developers employ PR consultants 
who attack and discredit residents 
objecting to their planning appli¬ 
cations or seeking to hold their 
council to account. 

“It was unfortunate that we had 
to take legal action in order to get 
an apology, but good to have got 
one a long last.” 

Mr Newey said: “I’m pleased that 
the truth is finally out. 

“It has been a real battle to get 
these people to own up to the way 
in which they have slandered our 
names and reputations.” 

Ms Cargill, a Cherkley Cam¬ 
paign member also named in the 
defamatory tweet, said she and the 
other two complainants may now 
get legal advice to force Mr Kilby 
to apologise. 

She said: “It’s something we 
would consider. I think all the 
complainants are owed apologies 
and only some have received 
apologies. We are just decent 
human beings who care about the 
environment and what happens 
up there.” 

Mr Kilby, director of Cratus 
Communications and a former 
Kingston councillor, declined to 
make any comment.

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Mountain refuses to 
move over criticism

Epsom’s Conservative Surrey- 
county councillor has issued a 
statement following criticism that 
she is not doing her job properly 
and should step down. 

Dr Antony Giles, of Baron- 
shurst, Epsom, contacted this 
newspaper last week to say that 
Councillor Tina Mountain, elect¬ 
ed in May to represent Epsom 
Town and Downs, has repeatedly 
failed to respond to his com¬ 
plaints about the town centre’s 
traffic lights, which he has writ¬ 
ten to her about on six occasions. 

He said that apart from one 
email acknowledgement, “corre¬ 
spondence has gone dead”. 

Dr Giles said: “People who put 
themselves forward for public of¬ 
fice should realise they have a re¬ 
sponsibility to their constituents 
and if, for any reason, they are 
unable to discharge their duties 
they should step down and make 
way for others.” 

After initially refusing to re¬ 
spond to the criticism when it was 
put to her by the Epsom 
Guardian, a spokesman for Coun 
Mountain said that she had told 
Dr Giles that the county council is 
going to carry out an assessment 
of traffic in Epsom - although Dr

Giles insists he only received one 
email from her in June, saying 
she would look into the issue. 

The doctor’s comments follow a 
wave of criticism in September 
following an interview with Coun 
Mountain in this newspaper. 

Kate Yanagimoto, chairman of 
College ward Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, said Coun Mountain did not 
show up to a committee meeting 
she had agreed to attend to dis¬ 
cuss what was happening at 


county level in the ward. 

Epsom Councillor Julie Mor¬ 
ris, leader of the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat group, said: “County 
Councillor Tina Mountain is be¬ 
coming notorious for not turn¬ 
ing up at meetings.” 

Epsom Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, chairman of the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said it has 
“tried very much” to work with 
Coun Mountain, but she has not 
responded to their emails or calls. 

He said: “Regrettably to date 
Tina has not been willing or able 
to accept the offers of support 
that Residents’ Association col¬ 
leagues have proffered.” 

Coun Mountain’s spokesman 
said she has since been in touch 
with the other parties and agreed 
to meet on a monthly basis.

Veil of secrecy imposed 
over ghostly 'white lady’

Busker back for more 


“Keep the secret - don’t tell 
anyone what actually hap¬ 
pened” visitors were told 
after attending a talk on the 
mysterious “white lady” be¬ 
lieved to haunt a historic 
mansion. 

Dramatic new facts about 
the painting of an unknown 
lady, which hangs in Tad- 
worth Court, where the Chil¬ 
dren’s Trust is now based, 
were apparently revealed at 
an evening talk compered by 
news presenter Nicholas 
Owen. 

Organised by the friends of 
the charity, which helps chil¬ 
dren with complex disabili¬ 
ties and acquired brain 
injuries, the talk kept 
the 90-strong audience 
enthralled. 

Gregory Bratza, a descen¬ 
dant of former owner Lord 
Russell, was there to share 
the results of his research 
into who was the subject of 
the intriguing portrait. 

Mr Bratza, an architect 
with extensive experience of 
listed buildings, became fas¬ 
cinated with the story and 
legend associated with the 
unknown lady when he

visited Tadworth Court in 
2012. 

He said: “I have always 
known about the portrait of 
the unknown lady, or white 
lady as she is often de¬ 
scribed, so when I visited the 
mansion last year with Nick 
Owen during national her¬ 
itage day, the story and leg¬ 
end surrounding the portrait 
set me off. 

“I have a circle of friends 
who have helped me, includ¬ 
ing an art historian, a senior 
archaeologist with a passion 
for history and my brother- 
in-law who knows everything 
about plants and was 
able to explain the symbolic 
meanings of the plants and 
fruits depicted in the 
portrait.” 

Until now rumour has it 
that the woman is the Italian 
wife of John Fleetwood, 
whose father bought Tad- 
worth Court in 1722, and the 
portrait tells the story of her 
death. 

Mr Fleetwood’s wife sus¬ 
pected an affair between her

husband and sister and, 
during an argument between 
the sisters she was pushed 
over the first-floor balcony 


on to the stone floor below. 

She is thought to have 
crawled across the hall to the 
main entrance of the house 
to summon help, but died on 
the outside steps from her 
injuries. 

Whether the story is true or 
not, several ghostly sightings 
have been reported in the 
mansion over the years of a 
lady dressed in white, and 
the legend remains that the 
painting of the White Lady 
must remain undisturbed to 
prevent the mansion suffer¬ 
ing misfortune. 

Explaining why the new re¬ 
search is being kept secret, 
Bob Gunn, of the Friends of 
the Children’s Trust, said: 
“We were delighted with the 
capacity audience that Gre¬ 
gory Bratza’s fascinating 
talk attracted. 

“Tickets for the evening 
were quickly sold out, but Mr 
Bratza has kindly offered to 
hold another talk so we are 
keen to keep the new facts 
under wraps. 

“The evening raised over 
£700 to support the vital work 
done by the Children’s 
Trust.”

Gove’s school policies 
criticised by teachers 


Michael Gove has met headteach¬ 
ers to talk about his policies, 
changes to GCSEs and low morale 
in the profession. 

The Education Secretary visited 
Tadworth Primary School on Fri¬ 
day in support of Banstead MP 
Crispin Blunt as postal ballots 
were sent out to Conservative 
Party members who will decide if 
he is to represent them at the next 
general election. 

After the private meeting Dun¬ 
can Steele, headteacher at 
Kingswood Primary School, said 
he personally felt that there was 
pretty low morale because of con¬ 
stant changes and pressure. 

He said: “It’s been quite demoral¬ 
ising if you get your mind round 
something and suddenly some¬ 
thing else is being introduced. 

“Change can be positive, don’t 
get me wrong, but it’s about how 
well thought out it is.” 

Mr Gove said the public sector 
had been through three tough 
years due to the economy, but that 
spirits were now lifting.

He pointed to a rise in outstand¬ 
ing schools and graduates enter¬ 
ing teaching, adding: “We are 
seeing some of the benefits of the 
changes we have made in 
education.” 

When asked if he would push for 
more academies in the area, Mr 
Gove replied: “It is horses for 
courses, he said, just south of 
Epsom.” 

He added: “The important thing 
is not to force schools into a one 
size fits all model. It is to give the 
headteachers the freedom to do 
the right thing.” 

Justin Kelly, headteacher at Tad- 
worth Primary School, said head¬ 
teachers had sought clarification 
on his academies policy and a con¬ 
sultation about testing children as 
they enter school. 

He said: “Though we recognise 
that probably a majority of heads 
would agree with the notion of 
measuring progress the children 


make as the most important thing. 

“We would be I think concerned 
about how that would look in prac¬ 
tice for a test for a four-year-old.” 

He denied that the GCSE shake- 
up would result in confusion or 
more pressure on students cur¬ 
rently in the education system. 

He said: “What these GCSEs do 
is raise the bar for all children but 
that means they will be better 
equipped than ever before in the 
core skills of English and maths. 

“I am delighted by the warm wel¬ 
come that these reforms have had 
with people who care about rais¬ 
ing standards.” 

In relation to scrapping the qual¬ 
ified teacher requirement for free 
schools, Mr Gove said that Ofsted, 
headteachers and governors 
would make sure that teachers 
were up to standard. 

St Anne’s Catholic Primary 
School, Banstead Community Ju¬ 
nior School and the Children’s 
Trust’s School for Profound Edu¬ 
cation were among the other 
schools represented.

Cash stolen as victims distracted

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Overpayment to health 
trust staff ‘worrying’

Epsom and St Helier Hospitals 
accidentally overpaid staff 
nearly £300,000 last year. 

A Freedom of Information 
request revealed that on top of 
£223,941,000 in salary payments 
last year the Epsom and St Helier 
trust mistakenly overpaid staff 
£294,000. 

The trust, which currently 
employs 4,502 people, said any 
miscalculation of pay was taken 
very seriously. 

During the financial year 
2011-12 it accidentally overpaid 
staff by £178,000, but the trust 
said it has already recovered 
£142,000 of that money and is ac¬ 
tively pursuing the remaining 
money. 

Jonathan Isaby, political 
director of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, said: “It is deeply

worrying that the NHS trust 
running Epsom and St Helier 
hospitals is throwing hundreds of 
thousands of pounds a year at 
staff in overpayments. 


“Taxpayers will be concerned 
that the hospital trust appears to 
have been so blase when it comes 
to administering staff salaries, 
especially at a time when budgets 
are so tight, and will wonder how 
else their cash is being wasted.” 

He warned hospital bosses to 
get their act together to get the 
money back and ensure systems 
were in place to prevent overpay¬ 
ments happening again. 

A spokesman for the Epsom 
and St Helier Trust said: “Salary 
overpayments can unfortunately 
occur due to a number of reasons 
in a workforce of thousands, due 
to contractual changes, materni¬ 
ty leave, national insurance and 
tax alterations. 

“However, as can be seen from 
our financial year 2011-12, we 
actively pursue overpayments 
via debt collection agencies who 
have demonstrated a very 
successful recovery rate.”

‘Hockey stick’ device for a closer view 


A hockey stick-shaped device 
which can look into very 
small structures inside the 
body has been donated to 
Epsom Hospital. 

Thomas Rosselle and 
Katherine Shill, from 
Epsom’s Toyota branch, visit¬ 
ed the radiology department 
on Tuesday, October 29, to 
present a cheque for £1,000 
from the Toyota Fund for a 
Better Tomorrow. 

Together with £4,000 raised 
by the Epsom Epsom Medical 
Equipment Fund, a hockey 
stick ultrasound probe was 
presented to Dr Kirsten 
Younger. 

The probe is especially 
designed to enable radiology 
consultants to examine small 
structures, one or two 
centimetres across, in great 
detail. 

It will allow examination of 
the small joints of the hands 
and feet and small lesions in, 
and just under, the skin with 
greater accuracy than before. 

It can also be used to 
accurately position steroid 
injections into small joints 
and to take biopsies of small 
lesions. 

The name comes from the 
angle of the head of the 
probe on its handle, which

Youth unemployment has halved in Surrey 


Youth unemployment in Surrey 
has fallen by more than 50 per cent 
in the past four years, helped by 
several initiatives launched by 
Surrey County Council. 

Last month, 449 young people 
were classed as not in education, 
training or employment (Neet), a 
sharp drop from 1,080 in April 
2009. 

Department for Education 
figures state that 1.5 per cent of 
the county’s 16 to 19-year-olds fall 
into the Neet category. The 
national figure is 5.7 per cent. 


The county council created a 
number of initiatives to assist the 
drop, including incentivising 
businesses to hire apprentices and 
extra support in youth centres, 
and has saved £4.5m by transform¬ 
ing young people’s services by 
working closer with voluntary 
and community groups. 

Linda Kemeny, Surrey County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
schools and learning, said: “It’s 
fantastic news that the number of 
Neets has halved in four years, 
while we’ve also saved taxpayers 


£4.5m by doing things differently 
and better. 

“This is real proof that our 
initiatives, such as encouraging 
businesses to hire more than 760 
apprentices and opening a string 
of skills centres, are paying divi¬ 
dends and giving young people the 
opportunity to make the most of 
their futures. 

“But there’s no room for compla¬ 
cency and we’ll continue to ex¬ 
plore every possible avenue to 
ensure all Surrey’s young people 
have the chance to find a job.”

I had already 
written a rough draft of the 
rules and told him that I read 
about this somewhere. He 
didn’t know that I created it.” 
Rules include: “Main meal 
must include minimum of 
four ingredients and re¬ 
quire at least one cooking 
utensil other than a fork.” 
And the harsh: “Man must 
use the ‘clean as he goes 
along’ rule. Following each 
completed use of utensils, 
cookware, half-used jars of 
anything, spice bottles, etc, 
everything is rinsed, 

cleaned and put away.” 
The day has not been 
without its prob¬ 
lems, though, 
firstly for 



Sharkey’s kitchen. 

She says: “The first attempt 
resulted in an oven fire. He 
got his hands on a cookbook 
and chose one of the most 
complicated recipes in the 
book. Some sort of poached 
stuffed salmon that poured 
out of the pan while baking, 
causing the element to smoke 
and eventually catch fire. 

“The next year wasn’t much 
better, a ‘Mexican surprise’. 
But the main surprise was we 
had to throw out the pots and 
pans because the bottoms 
were charred beyond repair.” 

Then there’s the reaction 
from men who do cook. 

She says: “No matter how 
much I try to make it as clear 


as possible on my website I 
understand that most men do 
cook. If you are a man who 
cooks regularly, great, fine, 
wonderful. Soon, since 
MMDD is coming up, I will 
start getting the emails from 
men who call me every horri¬ 
ble name in the book, because 
they cook every night. I al¬ 
ways respond with the same 
comment. ‘This day doesn’t 
apply to you because, one, 
you cook regularly and, two, 
this is a day for men with a 
sense of humour’.” 

And how should a woman 
get her man to cook on 
November 7? 

Sharkey says: “Promise 
them stuff in return.”

An increasing number of over 55s 
are buying new homes, according 
to figures from the National 
House Building Council (NHBC). 

The latest report shows the 
proportion of new homes sold to 
over 55s has increased by a third 
over the last five years. 

Meanwhile the proportion of 
younger people buying new 
homes has decreased, with the 
largest proportional drop in the 
under 25 bracket. 

This figure dropped by a 
quarter from over eight per cent 
in 2008 to less than six per cent 
this year. 

NHBC commercial director 
Richard Tamayo said: “There are 
interesting signs of a 
demographic shift in the types of 
people who are buying new-build 
properties in the UK. 

“New homes are a particularly 
attractive option for the older 
generation as they are cheaper to

run, easier to maintain, safer and 
provide protection through the 
NHBC warranty.” 

The report also shows a 19 per 
cent increase in the number of 
new homes being bought during 
the last three months compared 
to the same period in 2012. 

In total 33,573 new homes were 
registered between July and 
September, compared to 28,151 
over the same period last year. 

As the leading warranty and 
insurance provider for new 
homes in the UK, NHBC’s 
monthly registration statistics 
provide significant insight 
into the country’s new-homes 
market. 

Mr Tamayo said: “Our latest 
figures show a sustained broad- 
based recovery in the UK new 
housing market from an 


extremely low base. 

“There is little doubt that 
government schemes, such as the 
Help to Buy initiative, have 
significantly contributed to the 
growth seen throughout the 
course of this year. 

“Looking ahead, we are hopeful 
of a steady increase in 
registrations for the public sector 
as the National Affordable 
Housing Programme continues 
and are confident that year-end 
figures for overall 2013 housing 
levels will be the highest since the 
economic downturn began.” 

The private sector fuelled the 
growth in new homes in the past 
quarter with a 23 per cent 
increase, rising from 20,328 
registrations in 2012 to almost 
25,000. 

Meanwhile, the public sector 
experienced a 10 per cent rise 
over the same period to 8,589 
registrations from 7,823 in 2012.

Clampdown on INSURANCE FRAUD 


Next summer, most car 
insurers, will ask customers 
for their Driving Licence 
Number (DLN) in a move to 
cut application fraud. 

This is part of a national 
initiative being developed by 
the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency (DVLA), the 
Department for Transport, 
and the insurance industry. 

The DLN, a unique 16- 
character sequence displayed 
on a driving licence, will be 
used to get information from 
the DVLA on the type of 
licence a customer holds, how 
long they have held it, and 
whether they have any driving 
convictions. 

Simon Douglas, director of 
AA Insurance, points out that 
the data will remove the 
opportunity for customers to 
declare wrong information 
about their driving history. 

"Insurance fraud, including 
fraud by being economical 


with the truth, is a serious 
issue for the insurance 
industry and is stealing from 
honest policyholders," he said. 

"Mis-declaring information 
adds around £15 to the cost of 
every car insurance policy," 
said Mr Douglas. "If this 
initiative streamlines the car 
insurance application process 
and improves policy accuracy, 
then it could reduce insurance 
industry costs as well as help 
keep premiums in check." 

According to the Association 
of British Insurers, a startling 
one-in-five policyholders 
under-declares the number of 
motoring convictions they 
have - some in error, others 
deliberately in order to pay a 
lower premium. 

In an AA/Populus survey, an 
overwhelming 92 per cent of 
respondents supported the 
move 'if it cuts down fraud', 
with 72 per cent strongly 
agreeing.

Similarly, most 
respondents (89 
per cent 

supporting; 69 
per cent strongly 
agreeing) said 
they have 'no 
problem with 
providing my 
driving licence 
number' to 
enable their 
insurer to obtain 
such information. 

"This shows 
that drivers are 
fed up with a 
fraudulent minority trying to 
get cheaper insurance by 
telling lies at their expense," 
said Mr Douglas. "As well as 
saving honest customers an 
average of £15 on the cost of 
their car insurance, this 
initiative will also mean that 
insurers will need to ask 
customers fewer questions 
when they apply for cover.
